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TO GOVERNOR 


SEEKS AID FROM STATE LEVEL ON 
PROPOSED B&M CUT 


In an effort to prevent the 
B&M Railroad to close their 
train stop at No. Wilmington, 
‘Frank Hagerty, Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, appealed 
to Governor Foster Furcolo to 
take immediate action in be- 
half of the town of Wilmington 

Declaring that the B&M pro- 
poses action to close the No. 
Wilmington Station and send 
Passenger and Freight trains 
up the old Wildcat Line’, the 
Town of Wilmington would be 
literally cut in half at vari- 
ous times of day and night. 

The letter in its entirety 
is printed below:

Your Excellency: 

We have previously requested 
by telegram your intervention 
into the proposed elimination 
of the North Wilmington Rail - 
road Station by the Boston and 
Main Railroad, However, re- 
cent disclosure by the Rail 
road of its plans revea) an 
even more serious threat to 
the economy, future growth and 
public safety of the Town of 
Wilmington, The Railroad pro- 
poses to remove the tracks of 
its Portland Branch, within 
the Town and to utilize a sin- 
gle spur known as its Wildcat 
Branch, It further intends to 
run thirty-two trains per day 
in addition to many freight 
trains along this single spur 
branch, This Jine crosses Main 
Street in the center of town 
at @ point ‘approximately sixty 
feet from the proposed Urban 
Renewa)] Area now in planning 
stages by the Wilmington Hous- 
ing Authority, In effect, this 
track literally bisects a 
Jarge portion of the town, 

The overal] problem of rail- 
roads’ carrying commuters at a 
loss is entirely, separate from 
the proposition ‘that a public 
utility can make drastic phy- 
sical changes in the routing 
of its equipment without any 
consideration or investigation 
of the tragic consequences 
with respect to the very life 
of a community. We feel that 
such a proposition merits the 
attention and opinion of the 
Executive Branch of our gov- 
ernment. 

I shall be happy to discuss 
further details of this sit- 
uation at your convenience. 

Thenk you for your contin- 
ued cooperation.

Last Saturday evening, & 
young man came to our house 
with his grandmother. Under 
ordinary circumstances, having 
a neighbor ca]] in the company 
of a grandparent would hardly 
be considered news, but in the 
case of Car] G, Mason of Nick- 
erson Ave,, it borders the 
sensational. 

Twenty six years ago, when 
Car] was two years old, it was 
discovered that he was a vic- 
tim of tuberculosis of the 
spine and was placed in a hos~ 
pital where he spent the next 
nine years of his life. Short- 
ly after Car] entered the hos- 
pital; his mother, Margaret 
Rook Mason passed away and his 
father remarried. 

Feeling that perhaps the boy 
would be happier with his new 
mother, not knowing that his 
natura] mother had passed 
away, his grandmother Rook de- 
cided not to see Carl. She 
felt that any interference 
from her might jeopardize his 
happiness. She did live how- 
ever, with the hope that per- 
haps someday, Car] would Jearn 

sh on his own to 
with his mother’s

Hospital] in 
to live with 
step-mother in 


Pembroke, Again feeling that 
the boy appeared happy with 
his new life, ‘ ‘Gramma Rook'’ 
remained silent. 

Six weeks after his release 
from the hospital, Car] was 
rushed to Mass. Genera] Hospi- 
ta] in Boston where he again 
put up a gallant battle for 
his life, this time against a 
serious abdomina] trouble. His 
confinement this time lasted a 
year-during which his father 
and step-mother became separ- 
ated and Car] became a ‘ ‘ward 
of the state.’’ 

As a boy, Car] did not real- 
ize that he had living rela- 
tives on his mother’s side and 
could not understand, why if 
he did, they did not come and 
claim him, He decided that 
they did not want him and 
tried to be happy in various 
foster homes. Seventeen years 
passed during which ‘ ‘Gramma 
Rook’’ tried in vain to locate 
the only child of her daughter 
Margaret. 

Recently, the young man, 
Car) learned of his father’s 
death and Jearned through vag- 
ue sources that he had an 
uncle living somewhere in the 
state, but that his first name 
was not known. Thumbing 
through the phone book, the 
mame ‘ ‘Gustave Rook’’ was dis- 
covered and Car] decided to 
make one more try to locate

I can’t see any value in 
pointless arguments with the 
writer who ignores my refer- 
ence to our Constitutional 
Government, but I will answer 
the last epistle from this 
misguided satellite whose 
repetitious challenge has lost 
its edge. 

To our American Heritage, 
may it always prevail, A Gov- 
ernment of the people, by the 
people and for the people, 
This is our, form of government 
and there is no better. Under 
it we are free to express our 
opinions and make our choice. 
The insidious germs of apathy 
constantly weaken our American 
way of life and make us sub- 
servient to any system that 
looks good on the surface, 
Good! so we think, because we 
can sit back and let a hired 
hand run it for us. This is 
government by remote control, 
automation. We are too con-

Dictators may come and dic- 
tators may go, but Democracy 
will go on forever; when an 
enlightened and thinking peo- 
ple constantly keep their 
Government under surveillance, 
by working at being Americans 
and using the privileges and 
freedom granted under the con- 
stitution.

I 
have said so much against our 
local administration, I must 
have a suggestion to improve 
it. I can only suggest as a 
Citizen voter and taxpayer the 
following:

(3) Elect Selectmen to a one 
year term and so control their 
action in the interest of the 
people, by bringing their de~ 
cisions up for evaluation each 
year. 

(4) Pay an annual salary to 
Selectmen based on actual ser- 
vice; (to be determined by 
attendance at regular meet- 
ings.) 

(5) Grant tenure to town em- 
ployees after 5 years service 
(subject to review or exist- 
ing laws governing same.) 
Restore the power of decision, 
establish confidence, increase 
initiative and remove the fear 
of recrimination from town 
government and services. 

A charter built on the frame 
ork of our present charter 
th suitable amendments, and 
additions, through the co- 
operation of all, could be 
the answer to our present dil- 
emma.
